port them when they are old. They 
make plenty of money to provide 
for their old age, if they chose to 
exercise any thrift and economy 
bti (hey are too self-indulgent to do 
so. They spend as they go along, 
taking no thought ot the morrow, 
because when they are old and their 
earning days are over they can 
always go and live on Iho children 


They never think what a hard- 


ship this practically always works 
on the children. They never think 
of thc privations it means lo 
a 


daughter, earning a small salary, 
to have to divide her meager wage 
with father and mother. They ne- 
ver think what a crushing burden 
they are to the son, who is iust 
getting a start in the world, and 
who has all that he can do already 
to support his wife and babies 


Of course, it is true that in many, 


many cases the parents always live 
on the ragged edge of want and 
cannot put anything aside for their 
old age. Then naturally the children 
are under every obligation to sup- 
port them, and it is their duty to 
take care of them in Iheir dcclinine 
years. 


Quitters 
Nearly all parents who go to live 


with their children arc quitters who 
give up too soon. 
Most of them 


have twenty years more of good 
work in Ihem if they only had the 
will to struggle on and be indepen- 
dent. But their children offer such 
an easy avenue of escape from the 
daily grind that they take it, 'with- 
out giving a thought to the bur- 
den they are laying upon them. 


It is oftenest mothers who are 


spiritual parasites upon their child- 
ren.
